X, 5) refers to Christ as “the 
Rock.” If Christ called Peter “the rock,” it was evi- 
dently His intention to confer His office on earth on 
him. 


—? AFTER having clearly established the fact that the 

Apostles of Christ, schooled by Him corporately 
and commissioned by Him corporately to appoint suc- 
cessors until the end of time, our thoughts naturally 
turn to the visible headship or presidency of this in- 
ternational and supranatural corporation, of which 
Christ, the Founder, returned to Heaven, is the in- 
visible head. 

Was that headship provided by Christ Himself? 
The Bible proves that it was, and history makes the 
record very clear. 

(a) Christ spoke words to Peter to which human 
reason, un-influenced by prejudice, can give no other 
interpretation. A united Christendom so understood 
those words, and “all Christians” could not have been 
wrong for so many centuries. Those utterances of 
Christ were forced to mean something else by the re- 
formers only because they would otherwise have had 
to remain in the Church and recognize that authority. 


The Conferring Of Authority 


Hasn't the “delivery of keys” always symbolized 
the “conferring of authority?”

Regarding Federal aid to edu- 
cation, the convention recommend- 
ed that the 80th Congress enact 
legislation to appropriate Federal 
funds to areas of the nation where 
sufficient financial resources are 
lacking and that the aid be made 
available to public and non-public 
schools alike. 

Expressing profound shock over 
the U. §. divorce rate, “which ex- 
ceeds that of any civilized nation 
in the world,” the convention urged

The Council reiterated its em-

C.C.W. asserted that there “must 
be no runaway of prices until pro- 
duction catches up with demand.” 
The Council pointed to the danger 
of excessive profiteering in the 
event controls are | and as- 
serted that “should the situation 
grow appreciably worse, we urge 
that Congress reconvened to 
strengthen’ and extend the con- 


‘|trols so as to protect the Ameri- 


can consumer.” 


Prevention of another depression 
cannot be the work of government 
alone, the Council pointed out in 
another resolution which urged the 
calling of a general conference of 
all strategic groups to work out a 
policy and fortify it with acree- 
ments. The resolution suggested 
the conference be conducted by the 
newly established Economic Coun- 
cil set up under the Full Employ- 
ment Law. 


In the field of international co- 
operation, the N.C.C.W. pledged 
its support to the United Nations 
and urged immediate steps be tak- 
en to repeal the veto power in the 
U. N. Security Council. It urged 
that the U. N.’s Human Rights 
Commission formulate an internat- 
ional bill of rights safeguarding 
the basic human rights of all peo- 
ple and recommend adequate meth- 
ods of enforcing its program. 


Taking cognizance of His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XII’s appea)] for 
progressive disarmament, which 
takes on “a special urgency and 
meaning in view of the potential- 
ities for human annihilation in- 
herent in the atomic bomb and 
other means of mass destruction,” 
the Council urged study and sup- 
port of the United States propos- 
als to the U. N, Atomic Energy 
Commission for atomic energy 
control. 


Hope that through successful

Archbishop Stepinac's Arrest Called ‘Crime Against Croat People 


Washington, Sept. 30.—‘Arch- 
bishop Aloysius Stepinac of Zag- 
reb in Croatia has been charged 
by the Tito regime with ‘crimes 
against the people.’ But the real, 
the biggest crime against the Croat 
people, is being committed by 
those who seek to destroy its rever- 
ed spiritual leader—-the man who, 
standing above al) parties and fac- 
tions, knew but one aim: to help 
all those, spiritually and materially, 
who suffered persecution, and to 
maintain the principles of justice, 
charity and decency in public 
life.” 

This sums up the conviction of 
the one man who, perhaps better 
than any other, is in a position to 
evaluate the nature of the charges 
brought against the ranking pre- 
late of the Croat Hierarchy and to 
cast the light of truth on the maze 
of falsehood and distortion cir- 
culated by the Belgrade propagan- 
da machine as part of the stage- 
setting for the forthcoming “trial” 
of Archbishop Stepinac. 

This man is the Rev. Stephen 
Lackovic, now stationed in Youngs- 
town, Ohio, wha. served during the 
crucial years from 1941 to 1945 as 
secretary to the Archbishop.

In some such way the young 
Notre Dame veteran I was telling 
you about a moment ago is ardent- 
lv seeking, as Saint Paul says, “the 
things which are above.” He real- 
izes that we live here on earth but 
once and that every moment of life 
is filled with the opportunity of 
‘touching God”—of pleasing God, 
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of meeting and turning back the 
challenge of temptation, of evil 
things dressed up to look attrac- 
tive. He réalizes that by being 
good — straightforward, kindly, 
clean of heart, fair-dealing—he can 
every minute improve the state of 
his soul, move into closer union 
with Almighty God. 


Squelching Mediocrity 


And so this young man has come 
to hate mediocrity, sloppiness, the 
so-called “little” or venial sins. In 
his life there’s no room for telling 
fibs to get out of a tight squeeze; 
no room for cheating in a test, for 
swapping dirty stories, for flying 
off the handle, for taking the Name 
of Our Lord in vain, for indulging 
in cutting remarks about.an absent 
friend who cannot defend himself. 
Such venial sins as these are, he 
realizes, “the thousand faults that 
weaken grace”—the petty things 
which, as Father Faber says, “keep 
us down in the dust and ashes of 
low attainment.” 


No, this -veteran—truly on fire 
with the love of God, and with his 
feet absolutely on the ground, a 
good level-headed kid—wants noth- 
ing to do with vénial sin. He wants 
to go all-out in the service of God. 
He wants to achieve and exercise 
on the campus now a real leader- 
ship, he wants to influence his fel- 
low-students to be good, unasham- 
edly to cherish only the best things 
in life—and to know, love and serve 
God as the Gospel says we should, 
namely, with all our mind and 
strength, and with our whole heart. 


This boy gets the full sense of 
Saint Paul pointing out to the 
Christians at Philippi their oppor- 
tunity and obligation to revolution- 
ize a pagan environment. ... “You 
live,” says Saint Paul, “in an age 
twisted out of its true pattern, and 
among such people you shine out 
beacons to the world, upholding the 
message of life.” This veteran 
knows full well that there is no 
such thing as his ever becoming a 
leader—a man of influence—if he 
doesn’t leave all mediocrity in the 
distance behind him. Many times 
in a single day he can hear echoing 
in his heart the divine mandate of 
even Jesus Christ Himself: “Be ye 
perfect as your heavenly Father is 
perfect.” 


I tell you, it is refreshing to 
come across such a student—a man 
among men, bent on going all-out 
in the service of God—touched by 
grace, ahd not squandering it but 
grabbing it and asking God to 
make it fruitful in his daily life on 
the campus. 


Judas And Peter 


This boy will never fall victim to 
the snare of the evil one, namely 
that "little sins don’t really hinder 
the progress of union between the 
soul and God. Holy Scripture tells 
us differently: “He that despises 
small things shall fall by little and 
little.” Sad again, “He that lurketh 
in danger shal! perish in it.” Judas 
and Peter are two examples. Judas 
kept the purse and the things 
which are held in the purse, he 
concentrated on money, he loved it, 
and in the end he betrayed the Son 
of God for thirty pieces of silver. 
Peter—generous though he was— 
Was none the less cocky and vain 
and self-centered. “They may deny 
Thee, Lord, but not I—never.” And 
Peter discovered that very night 
that indeed “pride ever goes before 
a fall.” Three times he failed to 
confess Our Divine Saviour before 
men. know 
swore. ... So, you see, little sins— 
if unregarded—predispese the soul 


. for a miserable flop. 


This boy at Notre Dame—this 
twenty year old veteran — wants 
nothing to do with miserable flops 
life. He wants to lead such 


| world back into the true pattern of 


God’s original design for men and. 
men’s happiness. 


“The Little Flower” 


To encourage this young man 
even more in his g purpose I 
told him two striking details in the 
life of Saint Therese of. Lisieux. 
Saint Therese says in her auto- 
biography that ever since she was 
three years old she could never re- 
member refusing God anything. 
And elsewhere in her autobio- 
graphy she writes: “God has given 
me a faithful heart, and once I love 
I love forever.” 

What I’ve said thus far today is 
not pious piffle for little girls; it’s 
the prescription for heroic sanctity 
—the only way of life (for men or 
women) which weds the soul to God 
and kindles within us the fire of 
divine love. 

What we need, dear friends, in 
this country, are legions and 
legions of men and women who 
will, like this veteran, make up 
their mind to go all-out in the ser- 
vice of God. . . . Let us soberly 
observe that today we have victory | 
but we do not have peace—especi- 
ally that peace “which the world 
cannot give—peace with God and 
ourselves.” 


The Dead Speak 


I know this: If the 290,000 Gold 
Star Men of America could rise 
from their graves today to speak 
their mind to us, they would not 
say, “Build us another towering 
monument of stone like the one in 
the Circle at Indianapolis which 
honors the fallen heroes of the 
Civil and Spanish-American Wars.”

“You 
live,” says Saint Paul, “in an age 
twisted out of its true pattern, and 
among such people you shine out 
beacons to the world, upholding the 
message of life.” This veteran 
knows full well that there is no 
such thing as his ever becoming a 
leader—a man of influence—if he 
doesn’t leave all mediocrity in the 
distance behind him. Many times 
in a single day he can hear echoing 
in his heart the divine mandate of 
even Jesus Christ Himself: “Be ye 
perfect as your heavenly Father is 
perfect.” 


I tell you, it is refreshing to 
come across such a student—a man 
among men, bent on going all-out 
in the service of God—touched by 
grace, ahd not squandering it but 
grabbing it and asking God to 
make it fruitful in his daily life on 
the campus.

my privilege to read has come into my possession, and I am passing 
it along to you in the hope that you will enjoy it as much as I did.

Eps Ge turned out to be wrong, as he was later commissioned as a navy 
flyer. Here’s the letter: 


*“Sis’’ Pens A Note... 


“Dearest Jun:—Yes, I know you’re apt to die from shock at hear- 
ing from me, but grab a chair and try to wade through this. Anyway, 
Jun, this is probably the last chance I’ll get to write to you before the 
hospital gets me and as you remember, I always have to have a good 
old heart-to-heart talk with you whenever you have a big decision to 
make—and, brother, you’ve got one now. 


“I know you feel as though I’m always tearing you apart, knocking 
you down, offering nothing but criticism, when everyone else gives only 
praise. Yes, I admit that; but, Jun, it’s when you’re down and out that 
you'll get praise from me because that’s when you'll really need it... 


“Yes, Jun, after everyone else recognizes your abilities, you no 
longer need me. But it’s always then that I want you to realize that: 
“Yes, here is one achievement, but I must look ahead, look beyond to 
further heights, greener pastures, greater achievements.’ And now the 
greatest opportunity of your life faces you. Can you realize that? Can 
you overlook the disappointment of not receiving a hard and well- 
fought-for commission, and right along with that can you realize that 
you've taken everything the Navy can offer except those bars? 

“You’ve gotten the education and all except the commission. Darn, 
I know that’s hard to take. But, again, that’s life—it will always be 
Biving up, to a certain extent.

“As I said before, you have facing you the opportunity of a life- 
time.

Te Happiness 


Miss McGill, if boys and girls 
only would realize that virtue is 
the first requisite to happiness! If 
we who are in the marriageable age 
wil] dignify our “animal natures to 
the way of God,” it is reasonable to 
say that we can be of vatue to our- 
selves and to others. 

The idea of social responsibility 
has always been forward in my 
mind, The best way seems through 
example.

encyclical on Atheistic Commun- 
ism. With equal courage to his 
previous declaration, Pius XI set 
forth the means by which. Chris- 
tian civilization could be saved 
from ‘this satanic scourge.’ ” 


The world would have been saved 
much blood and travail if more men 
and women had taken these two 
Papal pronouncements to heart, as- 
serted Mr. Budenz, who looks for- 
ward now to the celebration of the 
first anniversary of his return to 
the Church, on Oct. 11. Each mem- 
ber of his family, too, shares his 
joy at the “peace which has come 
from being within the fold of the 
Church.” With the coming of the 
first anniversary, he will end the 
“vear of silence” which he imposed 
on himself as a mark of his Catho- 
lic faith. 

“T hope to take advantage of the 
ending of this year of silence with 
restraint,” Mr. Budenz commented. 
“But I do want to tell the story of 
my return to the Church, in order 
that it may give hope and courage 
to men and women of good will in 
many places. The next thing that I 
wish to do is to stress the divinely- 
inspired wisdom of the See of 
Peter, which has cautioned mankind 
for so many years against the evils 
flowing from the sin of statism. It 
has told all men what curses would 
come from acquiescence to com- 
munism or alliance with it. And 
now we begin to see the fulfilment 
of the Papal warnings.” 


The former communist editor 
s2id he feels this debt to the Popes 
even more keenly because of his 
own history. “I was one of those 
who thought, blindly and erron- 
eously that with the destruction of 
Hitlerism the Soviet state would 
become more democratic and peace- 
loving. The very opposite has 
taken place, as I alerted the nation 
at the time I left the communist 
movement. Soviet Russia, I learn- 
ed definitely while editor of the 
official communist daily organ 
here, plans to dominate the world. 
Her chief objective is the destruc- 
tion of America by a ‘creeping

Those German Bishops whose 
dioceses are located partly in the 
Russian and partly in the British 
or American zones, find it im 
sible to visit their flock in the Rus- 
sian sectors. In the Diocese of Ful- 
da, for instance, where one- 
the Catholic population is. under 
Russian rule, Bishop Johannes 
Dietz has not been granted or 
mission to visit them. Bishop Wil- 
helm Berning of Osnabrueck and 
Archbishop Lorenz Jaeger of Pad- 
erborn had similar experiences. 
Since the end of the war, 16 months 
ago, they have been unable to visit 
the Russian-controlled sectors of 
their dioceses. 


According to é¢ye witness reports 
from the Russian zone, many 
priests in Thuringia were forced at 
the point of a gun to sign state- 
ments committing them to refrain 
from publicly criticizing any mea- 
sures adopted by the Soviet author- 
ities or the communist-dominated 
German administration. Several 
instances are known where priests 
had been arrested and grilled for 
hours on the pretext that they had 
not reported “fascist and reaction- 
ary activities.”

Cardinal Griffin Urges All Who 
Love Liberty To Aid In-Securing ; 
Release Of Yugoslav Archbishop 


London, Sept. 30.— (Cable, NC)—His Eminence Bernard 
Cardinal Griffin, on behalf of the Hierarchy of England and 
Wales, issued the following statement: : 

“After the bitter fight which this country and its allies 
have waged in the cause of freedom it comes as a great shock 
to learn that one of the greatest opponents of nazi tyranny 


has been arrested, charged with? 


‘crimes against people.’ 

“The Most Rev. Aloysius Stepi- 
nac, Archbishop of Zagreb - and 
Primate of Yugoslavia, who has re- 
cently been arrested, is a man of 
great personal virtue who during 
the war never ceased to show his 
patroitic love for the people. In 
1941 he entered a solemn protest 
against legal decrees of Croat Gov- 
ernment which discriminated 
against the Orthodox church and 
enforced conversion of its members 
to Catholicism. He was equally 
outspoken against deportation of 
all non-Aryans, and in behalf of 
Jews he obtained withdrawal of the 
Nuremberg laws. 


“He was, as he is now, the out- 
spoken defender of rights and free- 
dom of the individual, whatever his 
race, religion or color. During the 
war the Archbishop’s palace was 
a center of shelter, refuge and re- 
lief for the hunted and hungry. His 
Caritas organization helped with- 
out distinction Jews, Christians, 
Moslems, Orthodox and Catholics 
alike. We urge our Government 
and all those who have concern for 
liberty of the individual at heart 
to leave no stone unturned to 
secure the immediate release of 
this great defender of freedom.
